Mr. Smith was in favor of the repeal of the 
bill and thougbt the leading business-men of 
the country should bring such foree to bear 
on the President and members of Congress as 
would force some kind of saving financial 
legislation. He said the silver men had al- 
ready feceived entirely too much considera- 
tion at te hands of Congress and that they 
exerted a banefulinfluence over the financial 
policy of the country, In part Mr. Smith 
said : . 

Congress has utterly failédin its repeated efforts 
to establish a double standard of value, It failed 
in 1332 and again in 1834. It abanconed the at- 
tempt—tacitiy—in 1853 and explicitly in 1873— 
only to renew it in 1878 and once more in 1800, 
with no better success. It is with these later 
failures that we are more immediately concerned. 
The act of 1878 makes it the duty of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to purchase and coin at 
least 2,000,000 onnces of silver bullion each month. 
From this has resulted the present precarious sit- 
uation af affairs. 

We should protect ourselves against the im- 
pending disaster, The danger of a silver crisis is 
growing greater @very day, If it should come 
(and we are not sure it will not) tne consequences 
would be appalling. Creditors have taken the 
precaution to protect themselves by inserting 

clauses in their contracts, Not so with 
holders of insurance policies, of pension- 
ers, of depositors of savings banks, or 
with those dependent on fixed incomes. In fine, 
we should have a financial chaos again. 

I do not pretend to say how near we are to the 
brink ‘of this Niegara. We are surely ap- 
proaching it too rapidly for our peace of 
mind. We shipped $25,000,000 of gold in De- 
cember and January and shipments still 
continue, These are signs of the times not 
to be disregarded. They mean danger. 
If we do not stop the silver purchase we may be 
too late. We must stop it. We will then put a 
stop to fear of disaster. We will stop the outflow 
of gold by restoring European confidence in 
American securities. Do not be  discour- 
aged at the recent unfavorabie action 
of Congress. Something may yet be accomplished 
before this Congress adjourns. Senators and 
Representatives should understand that the ma- 
terial interests of the country are too precious to 
be trifled with and placed in jeopardy. 

E. S. Lacy was the next speaker. He said 
he concurred in the sentiments expressed by 
Mr. Farwell and Mr. Smith. He did 
not believe this or the next Congress 
would repeal the silverlaw. He said it was 
difficult to premise what condition the country 
would drift into. At present no country was 
in as good a condition as the United 
States, with its gold circulation. 
He said the fact that the country had been ex- 
porting gold for three years was sufficient 
proof that there was no stringency in the gold 


market. 
SWALM’S OF FICE CLEARED OF FURNITURE 


Mortgage Foreclosed and Everything Taken 


Away— Claim on the Instruments. 

Rude men invaded the office of John Cor- 
nelius Swalm at No. 175 La Salle street yes- 
terday and took away the furniture. leaving 
the floor covered with plans for suburban 
villas and city palaces. The man who fore- 
closed his chattel mortgage last Monday was 
responsible, but he says that every cent he 
realizes shall be paid over to Mrs. Swalm, who 
is left penniles with her five little children 
and old mother, for whom she must provide. 

Among the callers at the office yesterday 
was an architect who claimed that part of the 
instruments that Swalm had mortgaged be- 
longed to him. Even the elevator man con- 
fessed that Swalm had tried to borrow 88 of 
him before leaving on his little trip to Mari- 
nette. 

It is hinted, and hinted strongly, that Mr. 
Swalm was not alone in his actions and that 
there will probably be sume developments in 
the line of life-assurance policies on which the 
premiums have — N N As Swalm’s 
transactions are volvo some promi- 
nent people it is not thought probable that 
any attempt will be made to bring him back 
to Chicago. 

A Marinette dispatch says there is no school 
building going up there and no such person as 
John Cornelius Swalm known there. 
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tary, P. P. Gibbs: and Treasurer, C. C..Cur- 
tis.

Speeches were now in order. Remarks

Mr. Potter in his address said: “We are 
all Chicago men here tonight, supposed 
to be the representative dealers in 
our line, yet we did not have 
sufficient influence with our principal 
Eastern correspondents to keep them with us. 
I do not know how hard we tried in our 
effort to glorify music at the Chicago World’s 
Fair, but I am sorry to see that certain manu- 
facturers in the East have felt it ineumpbent 
upon themselves to withdraw from the . 
lumbian Exposition. The members of this 
association are fraternal and cordial and we 
were disposed to treat all alike, whether from 
the East or the West. We all know that Chi- 
cago’s influence is wide-spread, and notwith- 
standing the recent withdrawals we shall con- 
tinue our custom to set the pace for trade in 
other places. 

William R. Greta, an importer of pianos 
from New York, said that foreign piano 
makers would not feel agrieved because the 
McKinley bill killed half their business, for 
they had already discovered that pianos man- 
ufactured in Germany cannot stand this 
climate. : 

The President in referrmg to the with- 
drawal of Eastern manufacturers said that the 
members of the association did not think 
themselves competent to criticise or condemn 
the action of associations in other cities, and 
he thought it best not to take any aggressive 
action because being one of many similar as- 
sociations they wished the world well. 


Glorifying Music at the Fair. 

Isaac N. Camp in calling attention to the 
recent ,action of the Eastern manufacturers 
said: This association has views broad 
enough to discuss this matter in a kindly way 
without criticising the methods or actions of 
our business friends in the East. We have 
not the heart to say one harsh word or make a 
remark of criticism on those whose motives 
we know not.. Circumstances of late have 
taken such a turn I feel I must say 
that if the Eastern manufacturers had 
known fully what has been done for 
them by the Worid's Fair Directory 
they would not have had the heart to with. 
draw. The World’s Fair has appropriated 
more money for the advancement of music 
than for any other department. In the music 
departinent $175,000 has been appropriated to 
support two large bands of ninety performers 
each, $100,000 was appropriated to build a 
music ‘hall, and $250,000 was appropriated 
for a choral hali capable of seating 
15,000. people. Two chiefs of the musical 
department have been drawing a salary of 
$5,000 a year each, and never in the history of 
any country has so much work been done to 
glorify music as at the World’s Fair. If those 
who are interested in music artistically, me- 
chanically, and commercially had viewed all 
these things as we view them iu Chicago, their 
move would never have been made, and it is 
charitable to believe that it was done through 
ignorance of the true conditions as 
they actually exist. Their action was a sur- 
prise to the two chiefs of the musical depart- 
ment and Director-General Davia, 

Regret for Withdrawals. 

To show the sentiment of this association 
upon the matter I hereby offer the following 
resolution : 

Wuersas, The Chicago Music Trade Associa- 
tion, recognizing the phenomenal growth and de- 
velopment of the piano industry of this country 
during the last quarter of a century, and that it 
now gives employment to thousands of men and 
uses millions of capital; and 

Wueereas, The officials of the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition have recognized its importance 
by assigning a large and important portion of the 
ground floor of the Manufactures Building for a 
display of pianos ; and 
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Waereas, The mechanical and artistic parts 
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who had already jumped. When the engines 
came together both were thrown from the 
track. The flanger, which was pushed ahead 
of Engineer Cotter’s locomotive, was tossed 
into the air and fell in a heap at one side. 

Engineer Cotter was caught under the 
wreck, Both legs were cut off above the 
knees. He lived but a short time, Section- 
man Stading jumped before Cotter. He 
alighted on his side, breaking his right arm 
in two places. He was also badly shaken up 
and internally injured. The flanger train had 
a way car attached containing a number of 
section men, Most of these received severe 
bruises, byt none were seriously hurt. Fire- 
man Coppers of the freight train was so seri- 
ously injured in jumping that he may die. 
The other engine men and train men escaped 
unhurt. The wreck was soon cleared away. 

Supt. Stewart of the Chicago and North- 
westera railroad said: My dispatches report 
no other persons huft. The cause was the 
neglect of Engineer Cotter to stop at Peca- 
tonica station for orders.”’ 

The Coroner’s inquest exonerated the com- 
pany from blame, but recommended changes 
in Signals to reach approaching trains at a 
greater distance. 


FREAKS OF A SNARL IN THE CABLE. 


Four Persons Injured in Collisions on the 
Madison Street Line. 

Something ‘induced that erratic West 
Madison street cable to tie a small, 
hard knot in itself before it started down- 
town last night, and that knot played havoc 
with traffic and caused the following casual- 
ties: 

The Injured. 

Cowan, Davin, No. 667 Bloomingdale street, nose 
broken, three teeth knocked out, and badly 
shaken: taken home. 

KIESLER, CHARLES, manager Empire restaurant, 
No. 412 West Madison street, thrown from car, 
knee hurt, and severely shaken. 

Younc, Mrs, P. F., No. 82 South Leavitt street, 
thrown down and badly bruised, suffering from 
severe nervous shock, 

ZANDER, C. A., No, 1408 North Clark street, ankle 
hurt. 

Just as the home-going people were crowd- 
ing the Milwaukee avenue and Madison street 
cars the knot in the cable got in its work by 
catching in the grid of car No. 1206, which was 
stationary, just behind trailer No. 609, at 
Randolph and La Salle streets. The resulting 
jerk nearly threw the gripman over the dash- 
board ana dashed his car into the trailer 
ahead, practically wreckingits back platform. 
Mr. Kiesler was standing on the wrevked plat- 
form and was thrown violently to the ground. 
He fortunately alighted in a heap of snow. 
Mrs. Young was not so fortunate. She was 
standing inside the car and was thrown down 
by the shock. The car was crowded with peo- 
ple and the sudden jarthrew several people 
down upon the prostrate woman, while others 
trampled upon her in their endeavors to es- 
cape. Her injuries are serious. 

After this outbreak the knot proceeded to 
catch up with Milwaukee avenue car No. 877. 
In the center of the car stood David Cowan, 
a lawyer 63 years ola, who has an office at No. 
97 Clark street. The old gentleman was 
thrown from his feet and trampled upon by 
the swaying crowd and had his nose broken 
and three of his teeth knocked out. He also 
received internal injuries which, on account 
of his advanced age, are serious, 

The knot got in its work again at Fifth ave- 
nue and Washington street, dashing Madison 
grip car No. 1,535 into a heavily-loaded lumber 
wagon. The cable train was thrown from the 
track and it was nearly 6 o’clock before the 
wreck was redioved and the line once more in 
operation. 

The usual evening delay on the North Side 
cable line began at 6:35 yesterday. At that 
time a limits car jumped the track when 
rounding the curve from Monroe into Dear- 
born street. A wrecking wagon.was sent for. 
By 7 o’clovck the wreckers had the car again 
on the track. It was loaded with people, 
who declined to get out. Several thousand 
persons were delayed in gettmg home. 
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stockholders were H. A, Beidler of this city, 
J. H. Flagler, William J. Curtis, and E. C. 
Converse of New York, W. IL. Eaton, D. W. 
Hitchcock, and E. W. Converse of Boston, and 
Horace Crosby of Pittsburg. The capital 
stock was $200,000, 

Made a Lively War of Rates. 3 

The company proceeded to enliven the ele- 
vator business by boldly underbidding fhe 
older concerns. A proportion of the latter 
are interested in the National Elevator com- 
pany, which was organized twenty years ago 
for the purpose of controlling elevator 
patents. Its stock is held by elevator men 
and some of the largest manvfacturers are 
named among the users of its patents on 
royalty. The list includes the Crane company, 
Otis company, Hale company, Stokes & Par- 
ish of Philadelphia, and others. The under- 
selling tactics of the Standard company pro- 
duced a commotion among the companies in- 
terested in the National company, which they 
insisted was not a trust. The. prices of the 
“outside companies were cut under by the 
regular companies during the upheave] which 
followed. The outside companies” were 
nevertheless successful in securing work. 

The fight was aired in the newspapers and 
after a time resort was had to the courts. 
Action was begun by the Crane company in 
two suits, one claiming infrmgement of six 
patents and the other of one. Damages and 
an injunction were asked. A great deal of 
testimony was introduced. much of it tech- 
nica! in nature, and finally late in 1892 Judge 
Blodgett granted injunctions against the use 
of two appliances for hydraulic and two for 
steam elevators. 

The case was taken up to the United States 
Cireuit Court of Appeals. Long briefs were 
filed by the counsel quoting from innumer- 
able patents and decisions. The brief of 
Frank T. Brown, counsel for the Standard 
company, laid down the broad claim that a 
large number of manufacturers had long 
been erecting elevators embodying the de- 
vices which were made the basis of the suits. 
The brief went on to say that Wells of the 
Standard company had incurred the enmity of 
the officers of the Crane company, and that 
was the animus for the proceedings. The 
Crane Elevator company, it stated, had sought 
to underbid the Standard company. On one 
occasion after the elevator contract in an im- 
portant buildmg had been awarded to the 
Standard company the former had offered to 
do the work at any price which the purchaser 
himself might fix. 

To Move Against Standard’s Patrons, 

While the action was pending the statement 
was freely made that the “regular com- 
panies ”’ proposed to make the patrons of the 
„ outside companies coresponsible with the 
latter for damages. 

% If a man steals my watch the law permits 
me to follow the property through twenty 
pairs of hands if necessary and recover it,” 
said one of the large holders of stock in the 
National Elevator company. When the day ot 
reckoning comes the people who have bought 
elevators built on patents that we own will be 
in a position to understand that we mean to 
claim our own.” 

These announcements led property-own- 
ers who bought Standard elevators to 
take immediate precautionary meas- 
ures. They exacted bonds from the 
Standard company. In instances these 
bonds were for considerable amounts. One 
of the important buildings equipped by the 
Standard company with its elevators is the 
Monadnock Block. The contract price was 
$45,000. This was given to the Standard com- 
pany after another bid exceeding it by $20,000 
had been received. The owners of the prop- 
erty, like other builders, exacted a bond large 
enough to cover the value re the contract and 


considerably more.

Disquieting Situation in Its Relations with 
England and Germany. 
[SPEOIAL CABLE. | 

Paris, Feb. 18.—[ Copyright, 1893, by James 
Gordon Bennett.|—France at present resem- 
bles an enormous cauldron, in which every 
kind of ingredient is being boiled.

Wasuiwerox, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special. ]— 
Albert A. Cadwallader, ex-President of the 
Superior National Bank ol Superior, Wis., has 
been arrested and arrangements perfected for 
his extradition.” 

This is the substance of a cablegram from 
the American Minister at Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, received today at the State Depart- 
ment. Nearly a year ago Cadwallader was 
arrested at his home in. Superior, Wis., for 
swindling the Superior National Bank, of 
which he was President. His stealings 
amounted to nearly $200,000, taken at differ- 
ent -periods, and ranging in amounts 
from $15,000 to 960,00. He was 
indicted and his trial fixed for 
Jan. 10 last. He failed to appear and his bail 
was forfeited. The wires of the secret service 
were then put in motion. The first trace of 
the fugitive was found in Philadelphia. From 
here he was followed to New York. Here he 
drew a small balance out of one of the banks. 
This discovery was made the day after the 
money was drawn out, From the bank offi- 
cials it was learned that he was preparing to 
leave the country. The date of his intended 
departure was also learned, but it was not un- 
til seventeen days after he left that it was 
learned that he had taken the steamer Alli- 
ance, which sailed Jan. 24 for Brazil.

WHY SOME ABUSES EXIST. 


The Press Is Kept Silent and Not Permit- 
ted to Speak of Great Evils. 
[SPRCIAL CABLE.) 

Lonpon, Feb. 18.—[{Copyright, 1893, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York World.] 
The apology which the Times was forced to 
make for saying things derogatory to the dig- 
nity of the House throws a curious light upon 
limitation of questions that newspapers are 
permitted to discuss over here. It is 
the silence of the press that enables some 
abuses to last as long as they do. Take the 
single matter of railway rates, which is domg 
as much to injure the country as any onething 
here. Everybody admite that the rates are 
wildiy excessive and all the members of Par- 
hament say it is a bad thing that Minneapolis 
is within thirty-five miles of London and 
New York very much nearer to the 
city than some of its suburbs, so 
far as railway rates are concerned, but 
while acknowledging that it is cheaper to 
ship goods from Mmneapolis to London than 
from any point in England they still do noth- 
ing. The fact that a considerable majority 
of the members of both Houses own stock in 
English railroads has never been mentioned 
in any newspaper over here and could 
not be #80 mentioned, but when 
looking about for some explanation, for some 
cause of these enormous freight charges the 
ownership of stock by those who have power 
to reduce rates has never been considered an 
element in the discussion. Delegation after 
delegation representing every class—farmers, 
merchants, and mapdufacturers—call upon 
those in authority with persistent regularity 
appealing for lower tariffs, and those in 
authority smile and do nothing. 

Misery of the Wotton Operatives. 

It is nearly four months since the great 
Lancashire cotton strike, and both sides are 
apparently as firm as they were the first day. 
Something over 100,000 workers have been 
idle all this time, and today it looks as if 
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THE RT.-HON. WILLIAM EWART GLADSTONE, PREMIER OF ENGLAND. 
“The Grand Old Man,” or, as he signs his name, William E. Gladstons is just now the talk of the civilized world because of his great speech in the 


English Parliament last Monday in which he gave the features of his home - rule bill for Ireland. Mr. Gladstone hardly thought in 1875 that seventeen years 


later he would be the very center of a bit of great political engineering. He was 65 years old then and announced his decision to give up the leadership of 
the Liberal party on account of old age. This was after Disraeli became Pkime Minister for a second time. But the love of political leadership caused 
him to return to the government harness and he found himself Premier for the second time April 23, 1880. After a stormy season with Irish, Egyptian, and 
franchise questions the Gladstone Government was overthrown in June, 1885, and the Marquis of Salisbury took office. In November following a general 
election was held and the Liberals found themselves with a voting force about equal to that of the Tories and Parnellites combined. Tho Salisbury Gov- 


ernment was tarned out by a snap vote on an agrarian measure, and Mr. Gladstone became Premier for the third time. 


This is known as his home rule 


administration. He courageously announced that the time had come when justice should be dohe to his neighbors over on the Emerald Isle. He made an 


appeal to the country on this issue. A defeat followed at the hands of the Tories and renegade Liberals. 


Salisbury agein assumed Office Aug. 3, 1886. 


From then until last year Gladstone was hard at work for the cause of Ireland, and having received an indorsement of the people he formed his fourth 


Cabinet Ang. 16 last. From his birth in maritime Liverpool, Dec. 29, 1809, Gladstone has been a notable character. 


Precocious as a youth, pursuing his 


studies with zeal at Eton College and Christ Church, Oxford, he was finally graduated in 1831, taking a double first class. Gladstone began his political 
life as a Tory, but he left the party in 1851 upon his conversion to the necessity of university reform and the removal of the “political disabilities of the 
Hebrews. Gladstone succeeded Disraeli as Premier in 1868. The principal events of his first administration were the passing of the Irish Church disestab- 
lishment act, the Irish land act, the elementary education act, the negotiation of the treaty of Washington respecting the Alabama claims, the ballot act, 
and the judicature act. Mr. Gladstone believed that the rebels would win in thé American War of the Rebellion. The English Promier is credited with 
great financial shrewdness, a wide information on all important subjects, and a love for outdoor exercise that finds its chief delight in felling trees, 


persons least responsible suffer the most. 
The women and children are largely without 
organization or resources and would be will- 
ing to go back to work, but their idleness is 
forced upon them, and in the end they will 
have to bear the worst.

So the 
condition is just as bad as it was at the be- 
ginning. The diminution in the output has 
not helped trade one bit. 
Miners Ready to Walk Out. 

In the face of this failure the miners are 
proposing at a conference to be held next 
week to call out all the pitmen and stop work 
for a fortnight or a month. No reduction of 
wages has been attempted, but they see that 
the output is too great and prefer stopping 
work on their own account fora while rather 
than accept the reduction in wages which is 
sure to be proposed if the present output con- 
tigues. Many strikers have not tasted meat 
in three months. 


NEW CALIBER FOR GERMAN RIFLES. 


Chance That a Smaller One Will Be 
Adopted—Military Bill Chances. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 
Bertin, Feb. 18.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—At this moment 
when war talk is common and souvenirs of 
the Ahlwardt trial are still fresh the pamphlet 
published by Maj.-Gen. P. Witte upon the 
desirability of a new caliber. gun 
for the German army has raised 
a question of enormous interest. Gen. 
Witte considers that the present caliber rifle 
is too large. The pamphlet is a long one and 
I can only give you a summary. in general, 
from which comes the conclusion that all 
countries will be compelled to adopt a five- 
caliber minimum. Gen. Witte brings for- 
ward in support of his argument 
several tests which have been 
made, where experiments with a six-caliber 
rifle, carrying a distance of 6,000 meters, and 
which burst at 5,000 meters, passed clean 


through the body of a horse. He again quotes 
the test made in Russia, where he states that 


excellent results have been obtained with a 
five-caliber rifle. According to Prof. Hebler 
Zarich, one of the best known authorities on 
projectiles, a five-caliber gun would show su- 
perior results to an eight-caliber. 

As especially emphasizing the utility of the 
stall caliber rifle, he demonstrates that a 


Chassepot of 1870, nevertheless the Germans 
were victorious, but with what sacrifices. 
He concludes by saying that it is the duty 
of each country to arm itself with 
the best weapon obtainable. But a 
change from the presenticaliber to a gun such 
as proposed by Gen. Witte would cost the 
country 350,000,000 marks, and if the change 
were made it would be the fourth time the 
caliber of the German rifle has been altered 
since 1870. The Kaiser has taken great inter- 
est in this gun, as he dos in all military mat- 
ters, most especially as regards other arms. I 
have it that he strongly approves the views 
brought forward by Gen. Witte and that ex- 
periments will shortly be made with the 
5-caliber rifle. On the other hand the Generals 
in the highest positions are said to have some 
time ago expressed themselves rather adverse 
against the latest rifles of reduced caliber, 
which they think have reached their minimum 
at present. 
Kaiser Wilhelm to Make a Speech. 

Kaiser Wilhelm started Thursday for Wil- 
helmshaven, where he will make a speech on 
the occasion of the oath being taken by the 
marine recruits. The Empress will go to 
Heligoland. The Governor of Heligoland, 
who has been here during the last week, has 
reported to the Kaiser the progress being made 
with fortifications planned. The Kaser ' visit 
is made with a view to.personally inspect what 
has been done, for he takes a keen interest in 
his latest acquisition and the Empress also in- 
terests herself personally in the welfare of the

be said scant credence is given 
m Roman Catholic circles to this idea. 
The whole situation appears to lie in the fact 
that the Center is stubborn, that Rome is 
most unlikely to interfere, and that even it it 
were the Center would not recognize Eapal in- 
fluence in matters temporal. 
Negotiating for a New Compromise, 

In the meantime the Chancellor is negotia- 
ting with Herr von Beuingsen for a new com- 
promise, but to the latter there is but one 
reply, and that is that he must have the two- 
year system or nothing. From a court source 
Ihear that he Emperor seems willing enough 
to accept the proposition of Von Beningsen, 
which would give all the money required, 
and the military conditions asked, with merely 
the condition that the two-year system be 
adopted for five years. 

Recall of the Jesuits, 

The question I hear the most about at the 
moment is the recall of the Jesuite. The 
Kaiser himself has lost sympathy for the sect, 
but the powerful Center party seems even 
powerful enough not only to sway parliament- 
ary majorities, but also to influence the Em- 
peror. The subject will be mooted of course 
for the next few weeks in the Reichstag 
and may prove the axis of the great Roman 
Catholic movement, the future Center 
party urging to the utmost the return of the 
Jesuits, but there is also a strong section of 
the Roman Catholic clergy opposed to it, A 
huge public petition will be presented to the 
Reichstag against the return of the Jesuits. 
Already 80,000 signatures are affixed to this 
curious document, which reminds one of the 
thirty years’ war. We shall therefore witness a 


‘battle royal in the Reichstag, in which the 


Center party will meet with defeat. In that 


case we shall have warm times, as the Center 


will then oppose everything governmental, 
bat the Roman Catholic party has a very 


strong hold here and will make its power 


felt in the destinies of Germany.

Bills for Public Revenue. 


18. Bills appropriating any part of the public 
revenue or for imposing a tax shall originate in 
the Legislative Assembly. It shall not be lawful 
for the Legislative Assembly to adopt or pass a 
vote, resolution, address, or bill for an appropria- 
tion for any purpose or any part of the public 
revenue of Ireland or any tax exeept in pur- 
suance of the recommendation df the Lord 
Lieutenant in the session wherein such vote, reso- 
lution, address, or bill is proposed. 

19. Two Judges of the Supreme Coprt of Ireland 
shall be Exchequer dudges. They shall be ap- 
pointed under the great seal of the United King- 
dom. Their salaries and pensions shall be charged 
to and paid out of the consolidated fand of the 
United Kingdom. The Exchequer Judges shall 
be removable only by her Majesty on an address 
from the two Houses of Parliament. Each such 
Judge shall, save as otherwise provided by Parlia- 


ment, receive the same salary and be entitled to 


the same pension as at the time of his appoint- 
ment, fixed for puisne Jadges of the Supreme 
Court, and during his continuanes iu office his sal- 
aty shall not be diminished or his 
right to a peusion altered without his consent. 
Alterations of any rules relating to such legal 
proceedings as mentioned in this section shall 
not be made except with the approval of her Ma- 
jesty in Council.

Postal and Telegraph Service. 


20. From the appointed day the postal and tele- 
graph service of Ireland shall be transferred to 
the Irish Government and may be regulated by 
Irieh act except as in this act mentioned and ex- 
cept as regards matters relating to such condi- 
tions of transmissions and delivery of postal pack- 
ets and telegrams as are incidental to duties on 
postage, or foreign mails, or submarine tele- 
graphs, or through lines in connection 
therewith, or any other postal or tele- 
graphic business in connection with places 
out of the United Kingdom. The administration 
incidental to said excepted matters shall, save 
as may otherwise be arranged with the 
Irish postoffice, remain with the Postmaster- 
General. As regards revenue and expenses of the 
postal telegraph service, the Postmaster-General 
shall retain the revenue collected and defray the 
expenses incurred in Great Britain, and the Irish 
postoffice shall retain the revenue collected and 
defray the expenses incurred in Ireland subject 
to the fourth schedule of this act, which schedule 
shall be in full efféct, but may be varied or added 
to by agreement between the Postmaster-General 
and the Irish postoifice. Sums payable by the 
Postmaster-General or the Irish postoffice to the 
other of them in pursuance of this act 
shall, if not paid out of the 
office moneys, be paid from the 
ner cof the United Kingdom 
Ireland as the case requires to the other Ex- 
chequer.

Notwith- 
standing the foregoing provisions, if a sum 
due on account of any annuity or policy of insar- 
ance, which has before the above-mentioned no- 
tice been granted through the postoffice or a 
trus“ee savings bank, is not paid by the Irish 
Government, that sum shall be paid out of the 
exchequer of the United Kingdom. 


Appeal to the House of Lords to Cease. 


22. Appeal from the courte of Ireland to the 
House of Lords shall cease. Where any persons 
but for this act would have the right to appeal 
from any court in Ireland to the ‘House of Lords 
such persons shali have the right to appeal to the 
Queen in council.

chequer of the United Kingdom, and two-thirds 
of the net amount payable in pursuance of the 
section out of the exchequer of the United King- 
dom shall be repaid to that exchequer from the 
Irish exchequer. 

31. Save as may be otherwise provided by Irish 
act the existing law relating to the exchequer 
and the consolidated fond of the United King- 
dom shall apply with necessary modifications to 
the exchequer and consolidated fund of Ireland. 
An officer shall be appointed by the Lord Lieuten- 
— to be the Irish Controller and Auditor-Gen- 
er 

Present Election Laws to Apply. 

. Subject as in this act, particularly to the 
seventh schedule of this act, all existing election 
laws relating to the House of Commons and the 
members thereof shall, as far as applicable, ex- 
tend to each of the Houses of the Irish Legisla- 
ture and the members thereof, but such election 
laws may be altered in accordance with the Irish 
act, and the privileges, rights, and immunities 
held and enjoyed by each House and the mem- 
bers thereof shall be such as may be defined by 
the Irish act, but so that the same shall never ex- 
ceed those for the time being held and enjoyed 
by the House of Commons and the members 
thereof. 

. The Trish Legislature may repeal or alter 
any provision of this.act which is by this act ex- 
pressly made alterabie by that Legisiature; aiso 
any enactments in force in Ireland, except such 
as either relate to matters beyond the powers of 
the Irish Legislature or being enacted by Parlia- 
ment after the passing of this act, may be ex- 
preasly extended to Ireland. An Irish act, not- 
withstanding it is in any respect repugnant to 
any enactment excepted as aforesaid, shall, 
though read subject to that enactment, be 
valid except to the extent of that repugnancy. 
An order, rule, ot regulation made in pursuance 
of or having the force of an act of Parliament 
shali be deeméd to be an enactment within the 
meaning of this section. Nothing in this act shall 
affect bills relating to the divorce or marriage of 
individuals. Any such bill shall be introduced 
and proceed in Parliament in a like manner as if 
this act was not passed. 

i. The local authority of any county,or borough, 
or any other area shall not borrow money with- 
out either the special authority of the Irish Leg- 
isiature or the sanction of the proper department 
of the Irish Government. Such authority shall 
not, without such special athority, borrow, in the 
case of a municipal borough, or town, or area less 
than a county, any loan which together with t_e 
then outstanding debt of the local authority, 
will exceed twice the annual rateable value of 
the property of the municipal borough, town, or 
area, or, in the case of a county or larger area, 
any loan which, together with the then outstand- 
ing debt of the local authority, will exceed one- 
tenth of the annual rateable value of the property 
of the County or area or in any case d lan d 
ceeding one-half the above limits, without local 
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to act, such other Judges of the Supreme Court 
as her Majesty may appoint shall be the firat Ex- 
chequer Jndges. Where it appears to the Queen 
in council before the expiration of one year after 
the appointed day that any existing enactment 
respecting matters within the powers of 
the Trish ‘Legislature requires adaptation 
to Ireland, whether,. first, by substitution 
of the Lord-Lientenant in council or any 
department or office. of the executive government 


tary of State, Secretary of the Treasury, 
master-General, Board of Inland Revenue, ot any 
other public department or officer of Great Brit- 
ain; or, second, by the substitution of the Irish 
consolidated fund or moneys provided by the 
Irish Legisiature for the consolidated fund 
of the United Kingdom, or moneys pro- 
vided by Parliament; or, third, by the 
sutetitution of confirmation by, or other 
act to be done by or to the Irish Legislature for 
confirmation by or other act to be done by or to 
Parliament; or, fourth, by any other adaptation, 
her Majesty by order of council may make ‘that 
adaptation. The Queen in council may provide 
for the transfer of such property rights, and lia- 
bilities, and the doing of such other things as ap- 
pear to her Majesty necessary and proper for car- 
rying into effect of this act or any order in coun- 
cil under this act. An order in council un- 
der this section may make  adapta- 
tion or provide for transfer, either uncon- 
ditionally or subject to such . exceptions, 
cenditions or restrictions as may seem expedient. 
A draft of every order in council under this sec- 
tion shall be laid before both Houses of Pariia- 
ment for not less than two months before it is 
made, Such order when made shall be subject, 
as respects Ireland, to the provisions of the Irish 
act, have full effect, but shall not interfere with 
the continued application to any place, authority, 
person, or thing not in Ireland of the enactment 
to which the order relates. 

37. Except as otherwise provided by this act, 
all existing laws, institutions, authorities, and 
officers of Ireland, whether judicial, adminis- 
trative; or ministerial, and all existing taxes for 
Ireland shall continue as if this act had not been

British possessions; fees; stamps, and extra re- 
ceipts received by departments, the expenses of 
which are a part of the imperial expenditure, and 
the small branches of the hereditary revenues 
from the Crown foreshores.

Fourth schedule Provisions for the postoffice: 
Foreign mails rent through Ireland and the Irish 
postoffices shall pay the Postmaster-General, with 
respect to foreign mails sent through Great 
Britain, such sums as may be agreed upon for the 
carriage of those mails. The Irish postoffice shall 
pay the Postmaster-General one half the expense 
ofthe packet service, the submarine and tele- 
graph lines between Great Britain and Ireland, 
after deducting from that expense the sum fixed by 
the Postmaster-General as incurred on account of 
the foreign mails or telegraphic communication 
with places out of the United Kingdom, and 5 per 
cent of the expense of conveyance outside the 
Uni ted Kingdom of the foreign mails and the 
tranemission of telegrams to places outside the 
United Kingdom.

World. }--Cornelius Herz, the man most seri- 
ously implicated of all in the Panama scan- 
dale, is still ill at a hotel at Bournemouth, 
which be has bought up entirely for himself. 
An English detective sits beside his door in 
the house and two French detectives 
hover. in the distance outside, but 

p not allowed within the hotel, 
A reporter managed to get into the hotel 
yesterday and have a brief talk with Mrs. 
Herz and a few words with him, Curiously 
enough, both of them seemed more distreaned 
about the charges of his being a spy than any- 
thing else. Mrs, Herz, who by the way is an 
American, said in speaking of this: “ It’s a 
serious matter to be called a spy at such a 
time as this. In the present excitement the 
Chamber may do anything to a person 80 
charged. Yet everybody knows Dr. Herz 
worked against Germany with the codperation 
of. two of the most important members 
of the strongest Cabinet that has come in and 
gone out under the third republic. There 
were other fellow. workers besides the Cabinet 
Ministers and Ambassadors, some of whom 
in spite of the Panama scandals still hold high 
places in the House of Deputies. Had all 
these big personages a money interest in their 
combined effort?’ 

Mrs. Hera could not say whether or no. 
The doctor always kept his financial and 
political business apart from his home life, 
but it would, she thought, be safe to say that 
nothing is now being done for the French 
Patliament for love. All is a question of 
money. That talk turned to the circumstance 
of the doctor’s arrest. She said, He was in 
shattered health low spirits on arriving at 
Bournemouth. shock his constitution 
received from Reinach's poisonous letters 
was never got over. The French detectives 
who sinee the arrest were sent over have 
shown great disappointment at the London 
police finding no papers.

Whatever was important had 
been photographed and the originale 
and copies had been sent to different places of 
safety. Some sets were beyond the doctor’s 
own reach. Were he to go back to London 
and in case of his death they were to be pub- 
lished by me, and should I die by my execu- 
tors and the children.“ 

Dr. Herz himself was seen for a few 
minutes in bed and he looks very ill. He 
began to tell how he came to hold the check 
list which Stephane wrote out at Reinach’s 
dictation, when he suddenly dropped back on 
his pillow from an attack of dypsnoa and 
gasped for breath, seemingly too weak to ro- 
cover it. This was disappointing, particu- 
larly as he had begun deseribing episedes of 
his own life and of Reinach’s. The nurse 
administered a cordial He picked up 
somewhat and wanted to begin again, but 
she would not hear of this, so that ended the 
only chance of getting the great conspirator 
to talk. 

Gladstone’s Strength Unimpaired, 

Mr. Gladstone maintains his strength. He 
usually leaves the House of Commons about 
7 o’clock, and does not return for the night 
session. This morning, however, he 
waited in his seat until 1 o’clock in 
order to go through the form 
of introducing with his owa hands the home 
rule bill. It was a scene destined to become 
historical, When the debate ended and formal 
leave was given to introduce the bill Mr. 
Gladstone aruse from his place and went to. 
the bar at the end of the House. At 
thé same moment all the Gladstonian 
and the Irish members of both sections 
jumped as one inan to r feet, and as the 
venerable stateaman advanced to the table 
with the bill in his hand to present it to the 
clerk they greeted him with tremendous 
cheers, waving their hats above their heads. 
Mr. Balfour had left the House, but 
Mr. Chamberlain was still there, and 
looked upon the significant enthusiasm with a 
twitching face. The members of the Irish 
party were in éxceptional spirits because 
earlier in the evening Edward Blake, the 
Canadian statesman, had shown by his reply 
to Mr. Chamberlain that he takes rank as one 
of the ablest and most skillful debaters in the 
House. His speech was an instant and over 
whelming success. Mr. Gladstone said after- 
wards that it was one of the greatest debating | 
speeches he ever heard. 

Dissatisfaction with Balfour. 

There is great dissatisfaction in the Unionist 
party with the leadersmp of Balfour. He is 
held responsible for the series of damaging re- 
verses the Unionists have sustained since Par. 
liament met. Mr. Balfour, on the other hand, 
throws the blame upon Mr. Chamberlain, 
who, he says, was the originator ‘of the 
policy which has come to such signal grief. 
No one questions that at this moment 
the Ministers are in far firmer position than 
their most sanguine supportera hoped tor be- 
fore the session. In this country, judging 
from the bye-elections, there is a feeling that 
the question should be settled, as the home 
rulers have already captured more seats in 
six months than the Unionists captured from 
them during six years of office. The outlook 
is propitious, and the Ministérs intend to 
take advantage of the boom to bring 
on the second reading of the bill before 
Easter. It is quite possible that the Lords 
will not dare after all to throw out the bill. 
The Unionists will try to settle first on the 
basis of a compromise excluding Ulster. 
Such a compromise would nat be accepted, 
but it is @ssential that the Unionists go to the 
country with some such alternative home 
rule policy, as coercion can never again be 
revived, 

Reappearance of Churchill. 

The reappearance of Lord Randolph 
Churchill after a silence of a number of years 
was one of the principal features of the week. 
It was expected that his speech would justify 
the hopes of his followers that he would oust Mr. 
Balfour from the leadership of the opposition. 
Intellectually his speech was far abler than 
Mr. Balfour’s, but physically the man is a 
wreck. His voice was so tremulous and 
weak that it was painful to listen to him. His 
hands trembled violently when he removed 
them from his sides. His face wore a deathly 
pallor, his eyes were leaden, and in short he 
presented all the appearan of a man des- 
perately ill. The scene was pathetic and sev- 
eral members had to leave the House, as they 
could not continue to look upon him. Lord 
Randolph, despite or perhaps rather because 
of his uncertain conduct when the chance of the 
highest position in his party was open to him, 
is popular with men of all sides, and regret 
at his physical breakdown was universal. The 
explanation entered is that he has been suffer- | 
ing from insomnia, together with a painful 
complaint, and that to relieve his agonies he 
has been taking drags, but whatever 
the reason he is to all appearances 
a broken man. The Prince of Wales, with 
the Duke of York, had come down especially 
to hear him, and the concern with which the 
Princess observed Randolph’s condition was 
obvious. After he finished the Prince of 
Wales sent down Lord Rowtan to inquire 
after His health and sympathize with him in 
undertaking such a speech while so ill, Lady 
Randolph Churchill was in the gallery and it 
was a dreadful ordeal to her.

To Serve After the Roast. 


A culinary genius has invented a new ice to 
serve after the roast in place of the ordinary 
sorbet or Roman punch. It is orange granite 
and is made as follows: Grate the yellow peel 
of three oranges into aping and a half of water. 
Add a pound and a half of granulated sugar. 
Heat the sirup until the sugar is entirely 
melted and it almost comes to the boiling 
point. Prepare the lobes of six oranges in 
exactly the same way that they are prepared 
for preserving and molding with jeily. Let 
the orange lobes steep for two hours in the 
warm sirup at the back of the stove where 
they will not cook. Then bring the sirup 
again to the boiling point and strain out the 
orange lobes. Freeze the sirup to icicles by 
packing it in the can df a gallon freezer with- 
out the beater, using about two quarts and a 
half of salt to ten quarts of fine ice, When 
the granite has been packed one hour scrape 
the frozen mixture off the sides of the can 
and mix it with liquid in the center, but 
avoid beating it; it is not desirable to have 
the granite smooth, but full of icy particles. 
Repeat this process at the end of the second 
and third hour, and then add the preserved or- 
anges, Cover the ice for fifteen minutes after 
the oranges are added and serve it at once in 
granite glasses. 0

VIEWS OF CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER,’ 


He Thinks the Consolidation of the Court 
Would Be of Advantage to All. 

Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States does not 
think the present system conducive to the 
best results and the best interests of the State. 
As a lawyer who has practiced before this 
court, and consequently knows all the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of the system, and as 
the presiding Justice of the highest judicial 
tribunal in the land, Chief Justice Fuller's 
opinions are of the greatest importance. 

Mr. Fuller has expressed his views of Iili- 
nois’ system, and he holds today, as he did 
before his appointment to the United States 
Supreme Bench, that a perambulating Su- 
preme Court is not to the interest or advan- 
tage of lawyer, client, or justice. He says 
that the Supreme Court Justices, like other 
members of the legal profession, have their 
specialties; that there are certain things they 
are better posted on than others; and that 
under the present system the man who is as- 
signed to prepare a decision often cannot

Seven boxes are packed, each containing one- 
seventh of the number of cases deci and 
these boxes are then shipped to the res ive 
homes of the Justices. There each Justice 
studies the briefs, abstract, and record of the 
cases assigned to him and writes out the rea- 
sons for the decisiofis of the court. 


Records Shipped to Ottawa. 


The next session of the court is at Mount 
Vernon in November, and each Justice, hav- 
ing written out the opinions in the cases as- 
signod to him, packs and ships these Ottawa 
records to Mount Vernon in order that they 
may there be discussed by the full bench. 

80.“ said the Chief Justice with some im- 
pressiveness, you see we find the records, 
papers, etc., of the Ottawa Septem ber session 
landed and unpacked for a second time at 
Mount Vernon m November. Then, of 
course, they have to be packed again and 
shipped back to Ottawa, where they belong. 
This makes three trips for the papers in each 
and every ease before the opinions are record- 
ed. As there are six sessions of the court each 
year, it makes eighteen trips for the papers 
and records assigned to each Justice, or 126 
trips in all, befure the opinions are put on 
record. And even that is not all for those 
that belong in Mount Vernon and Ottawa, It 
is necessary for them to go to the Supreme 
Court reporter at Springfiela, whose business it 
is to publish the decisionsin the form of official 
reports. Twice @ year they are shipped to 
hin from Mount Vernon and twice a year 
from Ottawa. As they have to be returned, 
this makes eight more trips, or a total of 134 
trips for the Supreme Court records of the 
State of Illinois in each year. 

It would be better then, in your opinion, 
for the Supreme Court to meet always in the 
same place?’ Chief Justice Magruder was 
asked. 

**Certainly.. Don’t the facts I have cited 
show that it would be better? Does it seem 
right that the Supreme Court of IHinois should 
be run on wheels? Donot the facts I 
have given you show that there are delays that 
must be credited to the system ; that the work 
of the court cannot be as prompt or efficient 
— n be it the court met always in one 
city? 

How about conflicting decisions?” 

„Well, tne court has been much complained 
of in that respect. Admitting the complaints 
to be just, without.arguing the matter, the de- 
ficieacies, if there be any, can all beltraced, in 
my Opinion, to the principle of perpetual mo- 
tion. Can the investigation which will prevent 
contradictory decisiois be as careful as it 
ought to be when those whose duty it is to 
make it are almost constantly traveling, are 
away froin their families, overcrowd with 
work, and anxious to finish the work of the 
term so as to return home? Let me give you 
an outline of the work of the Justices when 
the court is in session:

More common schools 
are needed, and until they are built, these ob- 
jectors say, all ornate and illogical addi- 
tions to d sound common school education 
should be prohibited and the taxes they eat 
up be applied as originally inteoded, 
The High School of the Northwest Divisiou 
of the city, at Davis and Potomac streets, is 
one of the most complete in the city.

This High School has a beautiful, roomy, 
and complete gymnasium, with all the usual 
paraphernalia, and a gallery or race-track 
surrounding it, where a student can run a 
mile in twenty-one laps. The biological 
and chemical laboratories, when completed 
and thoroughly arranged, will be models of 
their kind. 
tail state, lizards, flies, and mosquitoes will be 
raised for study and dissection. On a black board 
in this department the information is already 
im parted that a mosquito has fifty-six bones; 
it may also be noted that mosquito is lled 
with two t’s. The blackboard also confronts 
the student with this rather obscure question: 
*Which specimen looks most like having a 

ad end and a tail end?“ In the physical 
laboratory there are numerous electrical ap- 
pliances, an air pump, a model of a steam 
engine, a hydraulic machine, and other in- 
struments and machines for illustrating the 
nature and relations of the physical forces and 
sciences, 

In the High School at present there are 400 
pupils. At the close of. last school year 600 
scholars passed examinations, entitling them 
to admission there, but less than 200 of them 
availed themselves of the opportunity. The 
other 400, the “submerged majority had to 
go into the world and hustle for a living for 
younger brothers and sisters who probably 
can find no room in the common schools to 
learn their A B Cs. 

It is a splendid high school and its teaching 
time is five hours a day for five days in the 
week. It is a mystery oe so much linguis- 
tic, scientific, and philosophic erudition can 
be taught in so short a time. The truth ia, as 
a teacher admitted, that not one in twenty of 
all the pupils ever learned any of the many 
studies so thoroughly as to be of any practi- 
eal benefit... Not many more than one in ten 
of them ever remains to graduate. But the 
money that could build more common schools 
and make the three R’s more universaly and 
better understoud is expended all the same.

This 
leisurely disposed of the party would enjoy an 
evening ride back to the coast, and M. Charles 
be prepared to dictate one of his glowing 
dispatches, giving the magnificent results 

eloped by his “tour of inspection, not 
having inspected, in fact, anything but the 
dinner. 

Thie kind of work went on for weeks,

Having the whole 
country whereon to build, er spent untold 
millions in filling in Aspinwall Bay to create 
a site for atown; in building structures ex- 
travagantly planned and in many cases never 
used; hospitals useless to the sick but very 
beneficial to the contractors; buying enor- 
mous quantities of plant, which has stood in 
melancholy idleness from that day to this. 
I saw fifteen Belgian switching loeomotives, 
standing in a row, tusting to ruin, that had 
never had steam up since my | were landed. 
The Slavin dredges built in San Francisco 
did splendid work. (Their owners declared 
dividends of 20 to 80 per cent a month; 
reachi 100 per cent one month.) But 
most of the European machinery was worth- 
less, and even what was good was thrown 
away. Contractors were furnished their 
machinery, and held to no account of what 
they did with it. Stories were rife telling 
how nthe engine of a dirt-train would 
get away and roll down the bank, the dump- 
ing of earth went on and it was soon buried 
out of sight. It was che: per for the contractor 
to “ réquisition another engine than‘to re- 
cover that one from the ditch. 

Some of their mechanical follies would be 
fanny if the whole thing were not so tragic. 
Delighted with the achievements of our floating 
dredges, they conceived the bright, idea of 
using them on thesummit work. Two were 
built up there, on the top of the mountain to 
— in a kind of artificial lake. One of 
them actualiy got to work; and it pumped 
the lake dry in a few hours! There had been 
nothing to supply the needed flood, save a 
puny mountain stream.

PLANS OF THE RAILROAD SWITCHMEN. 
The managers of the Chicago railroads be- 
lieve that their switchmen in this city are go- 
ing to ask for an increase in wages of about 25 
per cent. Whether this demand is ta be made 
of all the roads at once, or they are to be taken 
one by one, the officers say they do not know. 
are under the impression that when the 
demand is made they will be given twenty- 
four hours to consider it inf and if they do not 
answer it in the affirmative the switchmen 
will strike. On the other hand the switchmen 
themselves say they are mot going to ask fur 
an increase. 

Looking at the general wage scale on rail- 
roads and elsewhere, there seems to be no 
reason why they should. Switclimen nowhere 
get higher wages than in Chicago. There are 
few places where they are paid as well. The 
man in charge of aa engine gets $70 a month 
for day work and $75 for night work. His 
two helpers get $65 and 70. If they work 
more than ten heurs a day, or more than 
twenty-six days m the month, they get extra 
pay. So a switchman who is on night duty 
gets from $75 to $100 a’ th. As this work 
laste through the entire year it will be seen. 
that he gets very fair pay. Of course the men 
have a right to demand an increase if they see 
fit, but public sympathy goes out to peorly 
paid rather than to wéli-paid émployés in 
case of a strike. 1 4 

The railroads do not think they ought to be 
asked to pay more than they are now doing. 
They say that their net earnings are diminigh- 
ing steadily, partly because of reductions in 
freight and passenger rates, but largely be- 
cause of heavier operating expenses due to in- 
creased wages. They claim that if they were 
to pay theirswitchmen more ali their other 
employés would demand an increase. Were 
their request granted the operating expenses 
would, it is claimed, be 60 increased that the 
stockholders would get nothing. 

Whether these ciaims of the roads ara cor- 
rect or not, the switchmen would be guilty of 
an unjust act were they to couple a demand 
for higher wages with a threat’ to quit work 
within twenty-four hoursif they did not get 
what they ask for. The roads are entitled to 
fair treatment. There should be no attempt 
to bulldoze them or take a snap judgment on 
them. They should have time in which to 
argue and discuss this question fully with their 


figures which may convince them that their 
cleim is unwarranted. There is no moral dif- 
ference between clapping a pistol to a man’s 
head and telling him to hand over his pocket- 
book and threatening if higher wages are 
not promised at once to go on & strike and 
paralyze traffic, thus hitting not merely the 
railroad, but the guiltless public. 

It is quite probable that there are among 
the switchmen professional agitators or dem- 
agogues who have been telling the men that 


pay and will be certain to get it; that they 
have the railroads in their grip; that owing to 
the World’s Fair business, which they have 
made expensive preparations to handle, the 
roads will have to yield: that it they do not 
and put in new men—who will be as compe- 
tent as the old ones in afew days, for it does 
not take long to make a skilled switchman 
out ofan intelligent, quick man—the other 
employés of the roads will strike; and that 
finally the World’s Fair managers and a 
suffering public will throw their influence on 
the side of the strikers and demand that the 
roads come to terms.

REVISING THE OLD TESTAMENT. 

Modern translations of the Bible from the 
onginal tongues exhibit wonderful differences 
mm method as well as improvement in lin- 
guistic knowledge, as compared with those 
made from the time of Wycliffe to that of 
King James the First of England, both in- 
clugive. Formerly it was taken for granted 
that the copy ofa reputed original was cor- 
rect. Now the different copies, or as many 
of them as are accessible, are closely com- 
pared with each other and acorrected read- 
ing agreed upon as to the one to be translated 
from. This was done for the Greek of the 
New, Testament that was put before the world 
over ten years ago, and itis being done for 
the Hebrew of the Old Testament now in 
course of translation into English under the 
principal direction of Prof. Paul Haupt of the 
Johns Hopkins University. 

The results of this critical comparison of 
the available Hebrew texts best entitled to be 
taken as authoritative develop numerous 
discrepancies, the existence of some of which 
has long been known, The differences are 
indicated in a peculiar way, the black ink used 
being printed upon a ground of three different 
colors. The blue ground indicates parallel 
compositions, the green that certain polemical 
interpolations were made directed against the 
tendency of the original, and the red ground 
denotes the presence of correcting interpola- 
tions which may be supposed to have been 
made for the purpose of conforming the work 
to the intent of the Hebrew writer. The num- 
ber and extent of these divergences from uni- 
formity may be inferred from the faet that 
the twenty-seven pages of Hebrew in the 
newly issued edition of the Book of Hob are 
accompanied by no less than twenty-one 
pages of critical notes explanatory of the ca- 
rections and giving the reasons therefor. The 


translated are the two of Samuel, the Psalms, 


Proverbs, Song of Solomon, and Jere- 


miah. These are translated into German and 
printed on the different-colored grounds used 
for the Hébrew, the German being then trans- 
lated into English. 

The last described process may be regarded 
by some as a roundabout one, that is not with- 
out its disadvantages. Whether or not there 
be any force in this objection, and, if any, 
how much, can only be told after a critical 
teading of the work by those learned enough 
to compare the Enghsh directly with the re- 
vised Hebrew. It should seem that the possi- 
bility of strainéd construction if not of error 
catnot be too much guarded against; since, 
other things being equal, the risk of such de- 
fect must increase with the number of steps 
in the process. There is necessarily a differ- 
ence betwoen an English translation of the 
lives of Plutarch direct from the Greek and 
the one made from the intermediate French 
of Amyot. The celebrated poem of Aratus, 
which was referred to®by Paul in his sermon 
on Mars’ Hill, is published with a Latin 
translation which has long been standard. 
Yet the very first line of the Latin will bear 
to be read with a radically different meaning 
from that conveyed by the Greek original. 

It is expected that the “manuscripts for all 
the books of the Old Testament will be m the 
hands of the editor by the beginning of June. 
Probably he will find a great deal of work to 
do upon them, as most of them were written 
in Germatiy, and for that reason the printing 
process will be a slow one. All the English 
translations are to be published before the 
German makes its appearance, so it is not im- 
possible that before theend of this year the 
religious public will have an opportunity to 
study again “the Word,” finding m it new 
meanings and perhaps reasons for modifying 
old views in some important particulars. With 
a revised Bible for all the English speaking 
Christians of the world, the older part of it 
put befcre the Germans and the Jews in fresh 
form, a revised prayer book for the Episco- 
palians, and modified creeds for sume of the 
other churches, the coming century may be 
ushered in with a new phase of religious 
thought and formula which will have been 
led up to by the more liberal spirit developed 
durmg the march of the present one. For 
doubtless the revised New Testament will 
come far more extensively into use if the re- 
vised Old Testament prove acceptable to the 
churches, and the result cannet be other than 
a greater willingness to change for the better 
the creed-defining utterances of pious) men 
who Wrote many centuries after the Bible 
canon was closed. 


STOP MAKING AND SELLING CIGARETTES. 

The House of Representatives of Pennayl- 
vania has passed a bill to prohibit the manu- 
facture and sale of cigarettes in that Stato. 
The members of the Illinois General As- 
sembly should use a little of the time which 
they throw away in adjournments from Fri- 
day to Tuesday in the preparation and passage 
of a similar bill. 

There is a city ordinance passed three years 
ago which forbids the sale of cigarettes to 
minors under 16, It is not enforced. Not 
more than one or two spasmodic efforts have 
been made to enforce it. Noone can walk 
the. streeta without seeing that it is being vio- 
lated continually. Boys who are evidently 
under 16 are seen everywhere with cigarettes 
in their mouths. 

The consequences of smokmg these worked- 
over stubs of cigars, fished out of the gutters 
and loaded with opium, are well known now. 
There is no disagreement among the ductors 
as to the evil effects of cigarette-smoking. 
More boys are ruined in that way than men 
are by whisky. Those vile compounds called 
cigarettes are poisonous, and should be out- 
lawed. They are not safe for men to use. 
They are rank poison for the juniors. 

There is but one way to deal with ‘this evil, 
and that is the radical one. As long as cigar- 
ettes are offered for sale in nearly every street 
boys will manage to get them. Therefore 
their sale should be forbidden altogether. 
None should be allowed to bo made ia the 
State, and no store should be permitted to 
keep them. Then it would be extremely dif-

There are some members who, conceding the 
objectionable character of the fads, still insist 
on maintaining them because, as they claim, 
they were appointed to “protect” them. The 
German members will resolve, contrary to 
their own judgment in the matter, to retain 
German even in the primary grades. They 
are also committed to the dumb-bell exercises 
in order to save the professors. One or 
two members favor the sewing fad and two or 
three the drawing and the mud-pie making 
fade, The danger of the situation is that those 
members will fortti a combination for the re- 
tention of all the fads. It is in that way that the 
fads have been fostered in the schools so long. 
Then the fad teachers plead with the weak- 
kneed and too sympathetic members. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the combination 
scheme and sympathy dodge will work this 
time to impose a needless burden of half a 
million dollars annually on the taxpayers and 
to continue the disorganization of the common 
school system.

Whereas, The present revenue system is fla- 
grantly unfair, unequal, aud consequently unjust 
in its operation, aud 

Waereas, Our present judicial system is com- 
ect to gross abuse 
in unnecessary delay in our courte, thus unduly 
shielding the guilty from deserved punishment 
and working injustice to the innocent, especially 
8 against the poor man; therefore, 

What are the future conditions” which 
this prophetic Senator thinks the present 
Constitution will not meet? How far has he 
explored the future and what has he found 
there? And ‘who are the people of whose 
“bitter complaint” he speaks? They are 
those who want cities to blanket- mortgage 
the present and future property of citizens in 
order that public works, which may or may 
not be public improvements, may be carried 
out by greedy Aldermen for the certain bene- 
fit of themselves and of the contractors with 
whom they have unlawfü partnership). Pol- 
iticians who would like to double the revenues 
of the city so that the num ber of offices for 
bummers and tramps may be doubled do 
complain of the limitations of the present 
Constitution, but they are not “the people.”

There is no evidence 
yet that the people of Illinois want such a dec- 
laration as this, which they believe to be an 
assertion of a vital truth and not a litter.

These crossing murders are of daily oc- 
currence. More lives are ruthlessly taken at 
the grade crossings in Chicago through the 
greed and carelessness of the railroads than 
there are deaths through contagious diseases 
in this city. Yet the City Council cannot be 
induced to take effective measures to put a 
stop to the slaughter; and the municipal 
authorities are generally apathetic. 

This is an excellent time to revive the agita- 
tion on the subject, Thirty-five Aldermen, a 
Mayor, and City Attorney are to be elected 
this spring. How do they stand on the sub- 
ject of crossings protection? Are they in 
favor of the elevation of the tracks or of the 
ordinance now before the Council on that sub- 
ject? Are they in favor of viaducts in certain 
cases? 

It is the duty of the voters to interrogate 
the candidates on this subject. Are the candi- 
dates for Mayor going to do as the present 
Mayor and the last Mayor have done and let 
the syits against the railroad companies for 
damages growing out of the construction of 
viaducts go by default and thus prevent the 
possibility of the construction of other via- 
ducts? Are the Aldermen who are dodging 
the question of the elevation of the tracks to 
be sent back to the Council again? 

These are questions for the voters. They 
can put a stop to the crossing murders by as- 
serting themselves at the coming municipal 
election. They can compel the Aldermen who 
are candidates for reélection to perform part 
of their duties before election day. 


EDWARD EVERETT HALE 

Wedaesday next, following its annual cus- 
tom, the Union League club of Chicago will 
celebrate the anniversary of Washington’s 
birthday by an address at the Auditorium, a 
banquet in the evening, and appropriate ex- 
erciges at certain of the public schoole, The 
clab has selected for ita orator this year the 
venerable Edward Everett Hale of Boston. It 
could not have madea better choice. He 
comes to Chicago as a representative New- 
Englander, whose philanthropy is as universal 
as his patriohiem is exalted. Though ad- 


‘vanced in years he joins to the wisdom of aye 


the enthusiasin of youth and a capacity for 
industry which the years not yet have been 
able to diminish. Few men are better known 
in this country among those who have passed 
middle life. No man is better known to the 
young men and women, for no man has 


1 helped them more than Edward Everett Hale. 


The wisdom and experiencé of life are 
summed up in his famous advice: 
Look up and not down, 
Look forward and not back, 
Look out and not in. 
Lend a hand. 


Chicago will honor itself in honoring such a 
man. It should extend him a royal welcome 
and give him the freedom of the city. He is 
the best that New England can send to the 
West, and New England in the West es- 
peciaily should rise and do honor to the 
venerable doctor of divinity—a divinity that 
includes in its meaning the highest patriotism, 
the broadest philanthropy, the most exalted 
character; hfe full vf good work for his 
kind and the helping hand. In this divinity 
there is no dogma, and there can be no heresy. 
It embraces all mankind. No fitter man could 
have been selected to explain and exemplify 
the lessons of the day. 


Ix his able exposition of the folly ahd 
danger of our present policy with regard to 
silver, published in Taz Trisuns of Saturday, 
Prof. Laughlin says: We might just as 
well face the situation at once and remove the 
cause of the difficulty by repealing the law of 
July 14, 1890.“ That is true. But it is now 
too late to expect such action by the present 
Congress. Yet there is time left to vote fora 
suspension of the silver purchases till stich 
date as they should be resumed under author- 
ity given by a future Congress. It ought not 
to take long to pass such a resolution as was 
offered by Senator McPherson of New 
Jersey. Surely 4 majority, both of Senators 
and Representatives, would be willing 
to vote for it now that they see the 
consequences of loading up with too much 
silver staring the people in the face and threat- 
ening to tax all the energies and resources of 
the incoming administration to prevent the 
commercial panic which must follow a re- 
duction of fully one-third in the buymg power 
of all the currency remaining in circulation. 
In the language of Mr. Lyman J. Gage, in 
his address to the Marquette club a- few days 
ago, we ought to “take a rest trom the fool- 
ish poliey of buyimg silver for the purpose of 
sustaining a market which has proven it can- 
not thus be sustained and which has no more 
right to government support than have the 
markets for wheat, corn, pork, cotton, or any 
other produet of the farm. The question now 
before the American people was succinctly 
stated by Mr, Gage to be, “if we shall have 
the nefve, courage, and foresight to maintain 
at all risks the money standard common to our 
commercial peers and competitors—England, 
France, Germany, and the rest—or shall we 
allow the best weapon to slip from gur grasp 
and take commercial status with Mexico, 
India, and the weak republics of South Amer- 
ica, which by the use of silver as their money 
of account are now and will long remain in 
semi-financial servitude to the bankers and 
brokers and middlemen of Europe.” 


Asovut twenty years ago the Neanderthal 
skull’’ was extensively talked of in scientific 
circles, and casts of it were procured by not a 
few archzological museums in this country 
and Europe.

Tun ordinance passed last year giving to the 
Chicago Power Supply or Bacon company the 
right to lay a line or lines of mains for the 
distribution of compressed air, etc., says that 
“ the size of the pipes to be laid by the com- 
pany shall be determined by the Commission- 
er of Public Works.“ According to the papers 
the Com missioner has authorized the company 
to lay a cast-iron pipe or tube, the internal 
diameter of which shall not exceed six feet. 
That is, he has authorized the construction of 
a six-foot tunnel through all the streets in the 
heart of the city, Why was it necessary that 
so much space should be surrendered to this 
corporation, whose right to lay pipes in any 
manner, shape, or form the Corporation 
Counsel was fighting in the courts a week ago? 
The Judge said that this corporation could 
not be kept from laying ita pipes, but why 
should the Commissioner run to another ex- 
treme and grant to those to whom he had re- 
fused a permit the right to build a six-foot 
tunnel? The company will not need that 


much space for its own pipes. So it will have 


an . abundance left over to rent out to other 


corporations—electric light companies, for in- 


stance. After this company has laid on ll 
the streets its six-foot iron tubes at the depth 
of fourteen feet, it will have very much of a 
monopoly, for there will be little or no room 
left for other pipes.. So much the better for 
the company, byt so much the worse for the 
city. :

The number of business failures in 
Hamburg has risen to an 1 ~ * all 
dealers, except those selling actual neces- 
sities of life, apparently suffering alike. Even 
in Berlin the effect of cholera on business is 
too plainly disvernible. 

And now, at this late day, all Europe is tak- 
ing precautions, A Berlin correspondent of 
last Sunday’s Ne York Press said: Rigid 
measures of -precaution are everywhere de- 
manded. The local authorities, anxious not 
to create a ‘scare,’ work quietly but with en- 
ergy. Appropriations are e for extraor- 
dinary expen Barracks and wards are 
being built or reserved for cholera patients in 
nearly every city in Germany. Strict atten- 
tion is being paid to the hygienic conditious 
of dwellings, markets, and public streets. 
Then he tells of a movement towards interna- 
tional codperation in European precautionary 


measures. ; . 
This 1s a good deal like locking the stable 
door after the horse has been stolen. Even 
that is a good thing, for it may prevent the 
carriage and harness from being taken also. 
Europe is officially alive to the danger. Amer- 

ica should be also. 

What the Cities Ought to Do. 


Every city in Amegica ought to put itself 
through a “spring house cleaning this year 
such as it never knew before. No considera- 
tion of politics or *. economy should have 
the slightest weig t. Every effort should be 
made to avoid a “scare,” but, better yet, every 
effort should be made to prevent justification 
of a scare. The department of street clean- 
ing in every city of the Union should be put 
on its meftle and kept there. New York, I 
know, is lyin need of a better sys- 
tem, and a friend who has recently visited 
Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas 
City, — who has looked rather carefully into 
their sani conditions, teils ine that there is 
need of immediate overhauling in those 
cities. In San Francisco, with her pestiferous 
Chinatown, the situation demands instant and 
drastic action. New e Nash- 
ville, and the other cities of the th have 
reason for serious rehension unless they 
prepare to meet the c 
tary condition than they have known for many 


years. 

But it is in New York, through which most 
of America’s communication with foreign 
lands is carried on, that the most extraordi- 
nary efforts toward cleanliness and a high 
standard of public health are necessary. Every 
New York street should be K 
and constantly clean. The me of disposal 
of garbage should be considered with great 
care and bettered if possible. The plumbing 
of the whole city should be brought to a state 
cf perfection. Tenements should be over- 
hauled and cleaned. Lodging houses should 
be subjected to the closest scrutiny. Begin« 
ning now, before the cold weather has gone, 
and before, therefore, the cholera can (prob- 
ably) be imported, every violation of the city’s 
sanitary laws should. be summarily and se- 
verely punished. Brooklyn is dirty, and Jersey 
City is in a condition which is little less than 
mud. If they will not clean themselves a 
wave of public sentiment should start in New 
York and cross both rivers with a demand for 
reform that could not be refused. 

If these things are done—if America and 
Americans keep clean and thus attain a high 
general standard of health—we need not fear 
a cholera epidemic. But if, in the face of this 
seriously threatening danger, the laws of na- 
tional, municipal, and individual common 
sense are violated, we are almost certain to re- 
ceive a punishment that will leave a black biot 
upon the pages of American history.

An art journal of Milang Italy, which en- 
courages the art interests of that city by setting 
aside a certain sum forthe purchase of works 
which figure in the annual exhibition, has chosen 
a clever means for the selection of the works it 
buys. Each artist exhibiting is required to fill 
out a blank designating which works he would 
buy if he had 1,000 francs to expend for works uf 
art. From the majority of works designated in 
these blanks purchases are made until the sum 
set aside is expended. 


The art societies of Vénice are agitating the 
question of addressing a request to the Italian 
Government to take diplomatic measurés to re- 
cover the pictures and works of art which were 
taken from the city from 1806 to 1810 and scat- 
tered in varions European cities. Besides these 
the City of Venice lays claim to thirty-five pict- 
ures sent from its galleries to Austria on ah order 
of the Emperor Ferdinand in 1838. 


Charles L. Boutwood has been painting an 
excellent portrait of ex-Senator Farwell at his 
studio, No. 10 Van Buren street. It is well drawn 
and modeled, pleasing in color, and evidently a 
strong likeness.

The collection 
will be on view this week. 


A picture by Van Dyke, a portrait of the 
Marquise Spinola and one of her children, dated 
1632, was recently purchased by James F. Sutton 
of New York from the Comté de Caledon for the 
sum of 500,000 francs. The picture was exhibited 
jn the Sedelmeyer Gallery in Paris Jan. 28 and 29.

obscurities, and curious verbal freaks which 
mar it often are much to be deplored. The 
name of the book is The Rhythm of Life, 
and Other Essays, and the author is an En- 
glish woman— Alice Meynell. 

If all the essays were like the one on James 
Russell Lowell there would be no fault to 
find, It is absolutely simple, as well as quite 
exquisite in wording, and if you do not agree 
with the author’s summing-up you at least 
feel her sincerity. The artist and poet look 
out from this chapter, and the book might 
easily win a reputation on it. The frank 
statement that. Lowell was no poet has a cer- 
tain knife-like Girectmess which hurts, and yet 
there can be no question of its truth. We hate 
to admit it. We love Lowell, we say, and we 
quote pages from him; but when we talk to 
ourselves, and speak out, we know that it is 
not poetry of his we love but  delight- 
ful rhyme. With one reason we accept 
his poems, with one instinct we condemn 
chem, as the author of the essay on Lowell 
says, im other words. She finds it hard to 
believé that he failed in instinct about him- 
self. ore probably he was content to forego 
it when he found a the lyric, and the 
narrative verse all so willmg. They made no 
difficulty and he made none.”’ 


His Three Qualities. 


He in the minds of those who admired 
blindly, a poet first, then a humor- 
ist; an essayist last, and incidentally. 
This rauking is exactly reversed from 
the right one, as most thoughtful critics ar- 

it. The extremely English criticism 
of Lowell rl grag. with that slight defect. 
„Mr. Lowell was a refutation of the failacy 
that au American can never be American 
enough. He ranked with tne students and 
critics among all nations, and nothing marks 
his transatlantic conditions except, perhaps, 
that his scholariiness is a littie anxious, 
and would not seem so,” is one of the very 
best most intelligent observations 
on Americans that we have ever read. That 
anxiety which would not seem so extends 
into every department of life, our social even 
more than our ‘litorary functions. We do 
not take our butlers for granted any more 
we do our grammar; and the casual 
matiner in which we allude to our heirloom 
lordiy relatives, and grandfathers is full o 
that hidden anxiety which is not half hidden 
and which Lowell betrayed in crowding his 
allusions and the effect they pro- 
duced While he tried to conceal that very vig- 
ilance. 

It is hard to criticise anything so baffling as 
some of these other essays in the little book. 
“ The Rhythm of Life is fanciful and over- 
done, yet it is full of grace and spr: How 
much of it 1 heartfelt and how much of it is 
true there is not time to discover. If we on ge 

ia for analyzing our motives, that keeps us 
usy; but when it comes to timing their re- 
currences! Well, it is lucky there is an essay- 
ist to do it for us. Life is metrical, if not 
poetical,- says she. 80 is a treadmill. But 
why dwell on painful subjects? P 

„Disease is metrical, closi in at shorter 
and longer periods towards death, sweeping 
abroad at longer and longer intervals towaras 
recovery. Dr. Watts’ direst hymns are in 
this meter, The essay is horribly depressing. 
Sorrow for one cause was intolerable yes- 
terday and will be intolerable tomorrow. To- 
day it is easy to bear, but the cause has not 
passed. Many of us will call this the mood, 
not the meter, of life.

Mr. aldrich occasionally vouchsafes us a 
— bit of verse, now and then even longer 
installments, for which we ate duly thankful; 
but it isseldom we can secure a word of prose. 
And his prose is inimitable. Every word he 
has ever written, from the story of a Bad Boy 
and Marjotie Daw to this latest little story— 
Goliath—in the Century, is a gem. Without 
effort apparently or the faintest buffoonery he 
is droll, and his drollery always has a point. 

Mr. Aldrich might write and write and no 
one would aver tire of whatever he chose to 
give out. But perhaps he is wise not to be too 
prolific; forsofar nothing that he has pub- 
lished has shown signs of hurried or inferior 
labor bestowed upon it. And that is more 
than can be said of much that is thrown off

The beginning of the tale is sufficiently ab- 
surd, and exactly like the things which are al- 
ways happening to Mr. Aldrich personally, as 
his friends can testify. Not that he is afraid 
of dogs; on the contrary, he owns one; but 
he has been known to go through some har- 
rowing experiences with horses.

A Book That's a Pazzle, 


Edgar Fawcett has just b ht out a novel 
called, American Push,“ published in Chi- 
cago by Schulte & Co, and very well got up, 
indeed, m — One hardly knows what to 
say of the k. It suggests portraiture in 
one or two of . the characters—notably the 
American Pushing mother, but the royal 
flavor which 2 half the book is most 
fanciful.

To 
refuse a King, be he even of Saltravia, us 
rather too much to ask us to. believe of a girl 
brought up by so maneuvering a mother as 
the one in Mr. Faweett’s book. The in- 
trigues are rather interesting and the Princess, 
mother of the Kmg. is disciplined so se- 
verely as to cause us all to rejoice, 
since we love to see mighty 
humbled, even in print. The conversations are 
a little stilted, and the descriptions more so, 
The persopages are perhaps a trifle blurred— 
all except the mocher, who stands out in black 
lines, most cruelly photographed. Not a very 
inspiring work; and yet no one can say it is 
not well done or that the story lacks plot, 
One hardly knows what the matter is with it, 
It is sure to, attract a great many readers, 
most of whom, in all probability, will call it 
an entertaining bock; and the majority is at- 
tracted by royalty at second-hand. 

We do not want essays on literature, we do 
not want suggestions for literature, rules for 
literature, nor definitions of literature; but 
we want literature. Mrs. Meynell says: He 
who is not a man of letters simply is not one; 
it is not too audacious & paradox to affirm 
that doing will not avail him who fails in 
bemg. Aid yet instances are common 
men ang women who have wallowed in m 
ocrity for years suddenly coming to the front 
with a masterpiece. So no one need despair. | 
Mrs. Meynell may become clear before she 
dies, ond Mr. Fawcett may yet write a great 
novel, ’ Maxx P. Annorr.

Six Theusand Lighthouses in the World, 
802 of Them in America, 

Boston Globe: The lighthouses of the 
world are in round numbers 6,000, with about 
250 lightships. Of these lights Europe has 3,309; 
North America, 1,329; Asia, 476; Oceanica, 
319: Africa, 219; South America, 169, and the 
West Indies, 106, The coasts of the United States 
are illuminated by 802 lighta, distributed as 
follows: Atlantic coast, 467; gulf coast, 79; 
Pacific coast, 38, and the Northwestern lakes, 
216. Of these lights thirty-two are displayed 
from lightships, nearly all of whieh are on the 
Atlantic coast. The most famous lighthouse 
of which history gives any record was the 
lighthouse of Pharos, on the eastern end of 
the island of that name in the Bay of Alex 
andria. It was begun by Ptolemy Soter and 
was finished by his successor, Philadeiphus. It 
is said te have been 400 feet high and to have 
cost 800 talents, equivalent to $1,240,000. 

The oldest lighthouse in the world is at Cor- 
unna, Spain. It was built in the reign of the 
Emperor of Trajan, and in 1634 was recon- 
structed. England and France have towers 
erected by their Roman conquerors, which 
were used as lighthouses: Contrasting them 


with the light-towera that have been built for 
the benefit of commerce we see that 


the art 
of buildmg has lost nothing with the lapse 
of time. The great improvement of the 
later towers over their predecessors is that 
the stones of each course are now 
dovetailed together, laterally and ver- 
tically. Formerly etal or wooden pins 
were used or dependence placed entirely in 
cement. modern me was first used 
at the Hanois Rock light, on Guernsey. On 
the dpper face and at each end of one block 
are dovetailed projections; and on the under 
face and at the other end are dovetaiied in- 
dentations. The upper and under dovetails 
fall into each other, and when the hydraulic 
cement is placed on the surface it so locks the 
dovetailing that the stones cannot be sepa- 
rated without breaking. So when the cement 
is set and hardened the whole of the base is 
literally one solid mass of granite.

THE “CRUCIFIXION PLANT.” 


Tradition of the Alleged Miraculous Origin 
of Calvary Clover. 

St. Louis Republic: Those versed in plant 
and flower Jére say that the celebrated Plant 
of Calvary ’’ was unknown in the flora of the 
world prior to the date of the crucifixion of 
Jesus. According to the tradition the origmal 
plant sprung up in the track made by ‘Pilate 
when he went to the cross for the purpose of 
placing that famous title over the head of 
him of whom the Jews said: Say that he 
called himseif King of the Jews.“ ‘The 
plant as it is how known is a common trefoil, 


resein bling the common clover in many par- 


ticulars, especially in the peculiarities of 
growth. There is but little doubt that in 
‘truth it was originally a native of Turkey or 
India, but Christians who discredit the story 
of its miraculous origin. still claim that its 
native home is Palestine. Under the name 
of Calvary clover it is known all over Europe. 


At present the three round green leaves of the 


plant each have a carmire spot in the center, 
which looks for all the world like a drop of 
blood. During the day the three leaves stand 
erect, the two side ones laterally taking on 
ulmost the exact form of a cross. During the 
season a small yellow flower appears, its form 
and — reminding most startlingly of 
the crown of thorns; 

Early Christian writers and not a few of 
the “ vulgar”’ historiane mention this botau- 
ical odd dity. Julian says that in his time each 
of the leaves had a white centerin the form 
of a cross, and that close inspection would 
reveal miniature pictures of figures hanging 
to each. The figure on the center ‘leaf was 
always Clad in white, those on the sides either 
in black or red. He also says that the crosses, 
figures, and bloody spots disappeared from 
the side leaves before the flower burst into 
bloom, but that the central one (which in all 
countries, was thought to represent the 
Saviour) i. lasted fora good fortnight after 
the others had faded from view.”
